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DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to paper no. 13, filed on May 1 1, 1999, the applicants have added new claims 45 
and 46. 

2. Claims 1-16, 45 and 46 are now pending in the application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-16, 45 and 46, renumbered as 1-18, are allowed since the applicants arguments ( paper 
no. 13 ) were persuasive regarding failure of Kempf 4 s reference to teach improving the 
pharmacokinetics of a drug or increasing the blood levels of a drug by combining the drug with 
ritonavir. The examiner agrees with the applicants arguments that Kempf 's reference also fails to 
teach use of ritonavir as an inhibitor of cytochrome P450 monooxygenase or to increase the 
pharmacokinetics of a drug which is metabolized by cytochrome P450 monooxygenase. Thus, 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is now withdrawn.
